The demagogues who ars running the so- 
called National party and the Democratic 
party in the interest of cheap and nasty 
money have been very ingenious in their ef- 
forts to conceal the real purpose of the move- 
ment. They have brought forward a variety 
of side issues and have fomented useless dis- 
cussion on collateral matters in order to di- 
vert attention from the central and single 
design on the currency of the country. The 
aim of Fiatism, whatever form it takes, is to 
open the way for men who are in debt to 
swindle their éreditors: The man who is 
both debtor and creditor, who owes one man 
money but has money coming to him from 
another ; the man who is out of debt and has 
an income from business, salary, or wages; 
the man who lives within his income in a 
decent sort of way and dreads the dangers of 
speculation ; the man who earns a living by 
his profession, or he who does a legitimate 
commercial business, whether large or small, 
as no interest in diluting the currency, dis- 
turbing prices, and unsettling all healthful 
conditions of trade. None of these people, 
therefore, ahould be misled by the pretense 
of the Nationals and Fiat Democrats that 
they intend to accomplish anything else. 

The Fiat demagogues talk freely, for in- 
stance, about the taxation of Government 
bonds, but merely with the design of deceiv- 
ing the non-bond-holding class and gaining 
their support. The demagogues themselves 
understand pretty well that the Government 
bonds now pay a large tax, which is col- 
lected by the .Government in advance, and 
without cost or trouble, by the remission of 
at least 3 per cent interest. They unfler- 
stand that the principles and necessities of 
Government do nct permit the taxation of 
Government securities by States and cities 
as private securities may be taxed, and that 
such a tax could not be collectéd. They 
know that a change from the present system 
would burden the people with new taxation 
to pay increased interest on the bonds, if it 
were made lawful to tax them directly. 
They dwell on this subject merely to gain 
some additional strength for the real purpose 
of the movement by deceiving and mislead- 
ing a large class of people who are inclined 
to regard the bondholders as a privileged 
class. 
So the Fiat demagogues have no real inter- 
est in the proposition to substitute green- 
backs for National-Bank notes, except in so 
far as it may open the way for huge issues 
of an irredeemable scrip. Here again they 
are merely playing upon the prejudices of 
those who have been taught to believe tlint 
the National Banks are monopolies. They 
know that it will not be lawful to exceed the 
limit pledged by Congress for the issue , of 
Government legal-tender paper. They know 
that the substitution of Treasury notes for 
bank-notes, whether the former be made 
legal-tender or not, will not make them more 
easily attainable or reduce the rate of inter- 
est on money. Such a change of itself 
would not increase the volume of the cur- 
réncy, nor benefit the mortgaged classes and 
workingmen in any way; but it would help 
to defeat resumption and bring about an- 
other depreciation in the paper currency, 
and this is in the direction of the ‘‘ cheap and 
nasty money which the Fiatists want. 

The discussion about the alleged contrac- 
tion and the legal-tender quality of the 7.30 
notes is merely another device for confusing 
the main issue. The demagogues are well 
aware that there was never anything like 
$1,800,000,000 of currency in the country ; 
that men did not in 1865 carry around $50, 
$100, or $500 bonds in their pockets as 
money any more than they do now; that 
the 7.30 notes were never legal- tender 
during the period of their existence, and 
hence could not serve as money; and that 
there was no contraction, but a steady ex- 
pansion, of the currency during the five 
years preceding the panic, and an enormous 
inflation during the first year after the panic. 
Knowing all these things, they maintain the 
contrary merely to encourage the delusion 
that the hard times were the result of con- 
traction, and that inflation will bring about 
good times. 

They practice the most barefaced decep- 
tion in their dealings with the working 
classes. They know that no phase of Fiat- 
ism and that not a single proposition they 
advocate is calculated to benefit the work- 
ingman. They know that under a new infia- 
tion of the currency there will be a rise in 
prices which will be chiefly burdensome 
upon the poorer classes. They know that 
wages will be the last to feel the influence of 
an inflated currency, and that an advance of 
wages will always fall short of the advance in 
prices of all the laborer consumes and uses.

England and Afghanistan. The Indian Em- 
pire rests upon an army of 200,000 men 
who are good soldiers, and whose loyalty has 
been tested more than once in time of 
mutiny ; but these feudatory States, united, 
have 300,000 very warlike trooos under arms, 
who are neither paid nor officered by En- 
gland, and who owe their allegiance only to 
their native Princes. It beccmes an inter- 
esting question, therefore, whether these 
feudatory troops are an element of strength 
or weakness to India, and whether, in case 
of a general war, they woulggwell the ranks of 
the British army or, witho ing any active 
part on the side of the enemy, nevertheless 
tend to embarrass England. The London 
Times, in discussing this new phase of the sit- 
uation, is in a state of doubt. It finds that the 
Rajpoots have always been brave and loyal 
troops, but is not sure that their ambition 
would be aroused except in case of a war in- 
volving the whole peninsula. So far as 
Nepaul and Cashmere are concerned, it 
thinks it will be the fault of Auglo-Indian 
diplomacy if they do not co-ope:ate with 
England. When it comes tothe Nizam and 
the Mahratta States, however, it is in doubt 
whether it can classify them as loyal or dis- 
loyal. It says: The Nizam arms 50,000 
soldiers, and the three Mahratta States be- 
50,000 and 60,000. In addition, 
Scixptan has borrowed the policy of Srzix, 
and is passing through his army of 22,000 men 
the whole male portion of ‘his three million 
subjécts. It is still hanging in the balance 
what should be the head under which to 
classify them.” Looking the situation di- 
rectly in the face, the 7 imes says: 

When they counterance the expenditure of na- 
tive resources on forces which are utterly useless 
so jong as Great Britain guards the peace of India, 
it is not necessary to assume that they are medi- 
tating an assault upon British rule. It is believed 
that they are in fact looking forward to. a possible 
occasion wien British protection may be no longer 
available, and when tre present feudatory States 
may be left directly confronting one another. To 
Englishmen the prospect must appear visionary. 
Symptons are, happily, altogether wanting in favor 
of a suspicion that the administration of India is 
dropping from the grasp of England. It might be 
wrested out of Engiiesh hands by main force, and 
England would survive the joss, as she has survived 
the secession of her North American colonies. She 
would not survive the listless abdication of such 
a splendid trust as that of her Indian Empire. 
Native principalities, as Sir SLA JUNe@ and Sir 
Dixxur Rao must know, would be far from gain- 
ing independence dy the furcidle substitation of 
another torcign sceptre for that of Great Britain. 
On the other hand, they are strangely deceived if 
they think that India is growing ripe for being left 
to itself. Short of such a fancy they may yet con- 
sider it their duty to develop the military as they 
do the other resources of their countries. An able 
Minister of a feudatory State, in proportion to his 
consciousness of his own capacity, is likely, with- 
out any definite calculation of British eclipse. to 
regard as more or less accidental the connection 
with England which Englishmen naturally hold to 
be essential. He administers his State, so far as 
he may, as if it were not so much independent as 
self-dependent. What he would desire most to 
encourage among his Prince’s subjects is a sense of 
nationality; and an efficient army is one among 
the means towards this end. 

While the English Government respects 
this sentiment, it is very evident that it does 
not intend to encourage it, It is notin 
favor of an indefinite increase of troops and 
a general arming of the population of States 
that do not owe avy allegiance to it, but are 
free to turn this way or that, according to 
their own caprices. The Times gives voice 
to this sentiment in a very emphatic man- 
ner. It assumes, what is very evident, that 
India, in her present impoverished and bank- 
rupt condition, is alréady tasked sufficiently 
by the charge of 200,000 troops in the Gov- 
ernment service; and that, while these 
States pay their own expenses, the expend- 
iture of so much wealth upon armies adds 
to the general burden of India, because it 
entails an absolute loss and impoverishment 
upon the land. It therefore takes the 
ground that these native Princes must be 
invited to suggest means by which their 
military resources shall be made to con- 
tribute to the general plan of defending 
India, and it puts this invitation in the fol- 
lowing somewhat compulsory shape : 

The final choice of the feudatory States must be 
between no army and one which should be a wing 
of the confederate Indian forces. Officered jointly 
by natives and by Euglishmen, and maneuvered on 
proper occasions as part of an Imperial army, na- 
tive forces might, perhaps, be made a new source 
of internal strength to India. At present they are 
a motive and a nucicus for disturbing conjectures 
and delusions, which injure none more than the 
Princes and populations whose resources are squan- 
dered upon them, : 

Whichever way these native Princes may 
turn, the doom of Afghanistan is sealed un- 
less Russia actively interferes in her behalf, 
which is not very probable, as it is not Rus- 
sia s Way of operating. That the Ameer will 
make a desperate fight may be inferred from 
the following savage message he sent to the 
Embassy: ‘‘I have seven crores of rupees 
by me, every rupee of which I will hurl at 
the head of the British Government, and I 
will roll the border tribes against them like 
blasts of fire.” The Ameer, however, will 
need something more than the seven -rores 
of rupees and the border tribes, many of 
whom are friendly to’the English, to resist 
the powerful forces which the English 
Government will hurl upon him. It 
will not repeat the fatal misman- 
agement of the Etpurysronz campaign 
of 1840. The question of the future 


is not so much the relations of England to 


Afghanistan as of England to Russia, in case 


she conquers and occupies Afghanistan. It 
will bring them nearer together, but when 
they coufront each Scher it is mare than

The English people are getting their eyes 
open more and more widely to the imprac- 
ticability, if not the absurdity, of Bracons- 
FIELD's ** peace with honor.” 
off Russia by taking the Sick Man under 
patronage and protecticn, the Sick Man 
refuses to follow their prescriptions, or take 
their advice, or do as he is told in any direc- 
tion. Having been ordered to give up Bos- 
nia to the Austrians, he delays the conven- 
tion upon every possible pretext. It was 
months ago that the Treaty of Berlin was 
signed, and the Austro-Turkish convention 
might have fixed a plan of occupation and 
reform a week afterwards; but no agreement 
has yet been reached, and never will be, as it 
is evidently the design of the Turkish Gov- 
ernment that the occupation shall be made 
by force, and then, the Austrians having taken 
possession without official sanction, the 
Turks will not violate any agreement 
if they foment. insurrections and keep 
the province in confusion in the future. 
The Sick Man is even more obstinate in the 
Greek business,—absolutely refuses to swal- 
low the dose, and sets the doctors at defi- 
ance. Instead of complying with the Berlin 
recommendations, or even recognizing the 
Greek request and coming to some agree- 
ment, he refuses point blank to rectify the 
frontier, which is the polite term for 
amputating a slice off from his own fron- 
tier. If Greece ever gets the territory 
which was promised her by England and 
suggested by the other Powers, she will have 
to get it with the aid of those Powers, and, 
as there is not one of those Powers that 
would contribute a dollar or a man to help 
her, her prospects are not very flattering. 
Again, the Sick Man sits supinely by and 
sees not only the Bosnians but the Albanians 
and others of the mongrel races in Southern 
Turkey opposing the execution of the treaty, 
and refuses to lift a finger to prevent it, or 
even to protest in the interests of peace. 

Worse than all, the Sick Man displays not 
only a masterly inactivity, but a masterly iu- 
disposition to adopt any of the reforms which 
are necessary to the restoration of. his health. 
The English Government took him up and 
assumed the care of him upon the basis of 
reform. Bzaconsrrep rode to London up- 
on his gorgeous hobby of reform. The most 
that van be got out of him is an indefinite 
hope that there may be reforms at some fu- 
ture day. A Turkish gentleman of high of. 
ficial position, when questioned upon the 
subject of reform by a London Times cor- 
respondent, laughed at the idea of Turkish 
Pashas abandoning their lucrative po- 
sitions, forgetting their rivalries, and 
working together for the common 
good of their subjects, who have been sys- 
tematically robbed’ and persecuted for cen- 
turies. Great wars usually produce great 
reforms, but the Turk, like the Bourbon, 
never forgets anything, and never learns 
anything new. ‘The Sultan would not intro- 
duce reforms if he could, and it is just as 
apparent that he could not if he would. 
Moral pressure is a force unknown to him, 
and physical pregsure might cost him his 
heal. The despair of the situation is that 
réforms require two essential conditions: 
the one is honest men to carry them out, and 
the other is plenty of money to keep the 
wheels running. As the Turks have neither 
money nor honest men at their con- 
trol, it is hardly to be expected 
that they can institute reforms. A 
great deal of money has been hitherto lent 
them with which to make reforms, but it 
has always been squandered upon luxuries, 
England has been the chief loser by this 
gigantic confidence game, and refuses to 
lend any more, and only recently suggested 
to Turkey, upon her demand for money to 
invest in reforms, that.she must go into the 
open market and get it. Under such circum- 
stances, it is not remarkable that the London 
Times, looking over the field, hedges in the 
following manner: ‘‘Are we driven, then, 
to believe that in Asia Minor we have 
undertaken an impracticable task? We 
should be sorry to think that our new 
hopes must be abandoned so speedily. 
We stand committed, it is true, to noth- 
ing more than a bare tender of advice. 
If our suggestions are not listened to, we 
may absolve ourselves if we so please from 
all further responsibilities.” This would be 
a very clever way of avoiding the responsibil- 
ity; but, if Turkey declines to do anything 
and England backs out, what becomes of the 
honor that Bzaconsrietp brought with 
him from Berlin as the pendant of his 
40 peace "9 ;

EXPORTS OF MANUFACTURES. 

The export of Américan productions be- 
yond breadstuffs, provisions, cotton, and 
petroleum is generally increasing, and, while 
the increase is slow, it is becoming general. 
Our exports for 1877 were, as a whole, greater 
than in any preceding year, and it is expected 
that the total values for the present fiscal 
year will be still greater. It may be of inter- 
est to point out some of the items which are 
beginning to assume respectable proportions 
in point of value in our list of exports. We 
give the figures for the seven months of the 
present calendar, year; — that is, to the end of 
July, 1878,—es bompared with the exports of 
the same articles in the tame months of 1877.

There is a reduction of several millions in 
the value of the firearms exported,— 
the Russo-Turkish war having collapsed. 
There is, however, a general average in- 
crease of nearly 10 per cent in all the arti- 
cles not included under the head of agncul- 
tural. productions. These embrace articles 
properly regarded as manufactures. Thus 
the exports of wool and manufactures of 
wool for the seven months reach $284,000, 
against $183,000 for the same months in 
1877, and the zinc exported in 1878 was 
valued at $168,000, against $109,000 in 1877. 
The unenumerated articles cf manufacture 
exported in 1878 count up $1,600,000, 
against $1,524,400 in 1877. There is a like 
increase in starch, whalebone, wearing ap- 
parel, watches, varnish, umbrellas, tin goods, 
scales, oysters, plated ware, stationery, 
paints aud colors, cutlery, edge-tools, 


steam-engines and machinery, ice, gloves, 


gas fixtures, blacking, and bells and bell 
metal. 

As the cost of production of American 
mavufactures declines, the possibility of sell- 
ing these products in foreign markets im- 
proves, and gradually our manufacturers are 
learning that it ia better to keep labor, and 
machinery, and capital employed in produc- 
ing, goods to be sold abroad than to have 
these standing idle. The ability of the 
United States, with the resources of raw 
material, inexhaustible fuel, cheap transpor- 
tation, and abundance of food, to become a 
great manufacturing nation, ought not to be 
questioned, The policy of limiting Ameri- 
can mauufectures to the supply of the 
45,000,000 inhabitants of our own soil is too 
narrow to be much longer perpetuated. The 
question of the food supply has at last termi- 
nated England’s manufacturing supremacy ; 
the cost of food enters as directly into 
the cost of production as does any other 
item. Labor must be fed as well as clothed, 
andthe price of bread must always mark 
the minimum of wages. When England 
cannot pay her labor the wages that will pur- 
chase food and produce manufactures in 
competition with other countries, then she 
must surrender the markets which she has so 
long almost monopolized. The growth of 
our exports of manufactured goods marks the 
progress of tke deliveratce of our mannfac- 
turing industry from the fetters which have 
so long limited its The farmer 
who would limit the production of grain so 
as to fall within the demands of the home 
market would be voted a simpleton.

It appears from this table that the amount 
of damage-allowance drawbacks in Chicago 
were the insignificant amount of $915.50 per 
annum. On a total importation of more 
than six millions of dollars, damage was only 
allowed on seventeen thousand worth of 
goods to the trifling amount of $3,652, And 
yet this man Frencu has the cheek to com- 
pare it with the damage allowance of New 
York, where the Appraisers. allowed nearly 
nine millions of goods damage-drawbacks! 
The point in the case is that nearly all those 
goods in New York were not damaged in the 
slightest degree, but were corruptly allowed 
drawbacks out of the Treasury. The aver- 
age per cent can be made to seem low by al- 
lowing only 6 to 10 per cent on millions’ 
worth of sound, undamaged goods, and this 
is the way the damage trick has been 
played in the New York Custom-House. The 
Chicago Custom-House can be held up asa 
model, where in four years only $3,652. of 
drawbacks were allowed, and which were in 
cases that clearly came within the command 
of the law. Contrast that with the obviously 
corrupt exhibit of New York. 


The Hon. 0. G. Wiss, of Wisconsin, in 
his letter to ex Senator DooLiTTLze, reminded

Popular education in Virginia is likely to 
suffer a bad set’back. from the fact that there is 
not a dollar at the present moment in the State 
Treasury that can be appropriated to the pav- 
ment of their expenses, and no assessment is 
authorized by law by whitch money can be raised.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 3.—The State Board 
of Equalization has held two busy sessions to- 
day. and, by the approval this afternoon of the 
reports of the Railroad Committee and the 
Committee on Assessment of Capital Stock of 
Corporations, has concluded its work, although 
formal adjournment does not take place until 
Saturday, and the members thus get pay for 
the week. 

The Committee on Assessment of Railroad 
Property reported that they had carefully 
examined the schedules and statements fur 
nished by the railroads of the State to the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, and had endeav- 
ored to assess at a just and equitable value the 
property of railroads denominated by law “ rail- 
road track and rolling stock,“ and, in order to 
equalize the same with the other assessed prop- 
erty of the State, had made the assessment at 
50 per cent of the cash vaiue thereof. The 
Committee found that a fair and equitable 
assessment of the tangible property of the fore- 
going railroads leaves nothing to be assessed as 
capital stock.
